Tendencies of modern stagecraft 
are being effectively presented at the 
Boston Public Library in a coljection 
of 50 photographs brought together | 
by the Theater Arts Monthly. They | 
include examples of the work of the 


leading contemporary designers, such 
as Gordon Craig, Adolphe Appia, 
Robert Edmond Jones, Lee Simonson, 
Emil Pirchan and Herman Rosse, 
and gives in visual form a record ot 
what has been happening,in the thea- 
ter in the United States and abroad 
within the last 20 years. Several 
original sketches are included, as 
well as the most interesting books on 
the theater and stagecraft, which 
the library has put on display. 

It was with Craig and Appia that 
the modern stage broke away from 
the old traditions of lighting and 
scenery, and many photographs and 
sketches show the influence of these 
pioneers to bring beauty into the 
theater.

It is interesting to note that all 
these states were peopled originally 
with Malayan settlers from Suma- 
tra, who,spread thither from Ma- 


lacea, their center, when that place 
was captured by the Portuguese in 
roll, and in parts of the country, 
particularly in the beautiful Sri 
Menanti Valley, they appear to have 


inter-married with the Sakai inhab- 
itants they. found there. It would 
seem that the incoming Malays were 
mostly men, who took Sakai for 
their wives, the stipulation on the 
part of the Sakai being that the 
land obtained by the new settlers 
should be held in the wife’s name. 
This gave rise to a matriarchal 
system which, turjously, is in vogue 
‘to this day. Ali the land is held by 
the women, and they are unable to 
sell it without common consent, 
which is obtained only at a sort of 
family council. The community is 
highly democratic, entirely self-sup- 
porting, and it has made a veritable 
Majayan utopia in the’ “Happy Val- 
ley,” for such it is termed. 

The ruler of the Happy Valley is 
also the ruler of the Negri Sembi- 
lan, and is known officially as the 
“Yang di-pertuan Besar, Negri Sem- 
bilan,” but be is' more generally 
known as the “Yam Tuan of Sri 
Menanti,” where he lives a happy 
gand contented life, in a typical old, 
carved, red-wood Malayan house, in 
“the heart of his subjects. A fine, 
up-standing man, with an excellent 
general knowledge of affairs, he is 
a most fnuteresting man to meet, and.

rubber, for the inhabitants of the 
Happy Valley have not yet learned 
to grow erdps for the benefit of the 
commercial world; they grow, and 
make, all that they require for their 
own simple use—and who shall say 
them “nay?”

Just what the British Government 
has done for the Negri Sembilan may 
be gauged from the fact that the 
revenue of the country which, in 1888, 
the year in which British supervision 
of the revenue was introduced, was 
only $223,435, had increased in 1923 
to $6,658,964! The population, then 
about 70,000, has more than trebled, 
and the country, then without 
proper schools, sanitation, communi- 
cations, police, an agricultural and 
forestry system, courts of law and 
magistrates, and under a loose tyran- 
nical rule, which respected no man’s 
freedom, now possesses all the lead- 
ing adjuncts of civilfzation, and law 
and order throughout the land. 


Charming Seremban 
The capital of the Negri Sembilan is 


Seremban, which is very charmingly’ 


situated in the center, on a wide 
plateau, fringed with low hilis, and 
beyond these, ridge after ridge of 
higher ones, with two or three fine 
mountain peaks. All the hills are 
gloriously: clothed with jungle, ever- 
green, where giant trees rear their 
forms skyward among groves of 
bamboo and cane-palm, and a fasci- 
nating variety of ferns. Huge creep- 
ers hang from the big trees, and en- 
able monkeys, and even men, to as 
cend them; bright-plumaged birds 
flit from bough to bough; and the 
dense undergrowth gives shelter t 
tiger, tapir, bear, deer and wild hog. 


The town itself is tastefully taid 
out with wide and straight streets, 
and a suburban European guarter of 
daintily built bungalows hidden 
away in the center of luxuriant ger- 
dens, on the slopes of hills. The 
British Residency commands the 


‘place, a large, two-storied building 


of stone.

Jury service for women and equal 
representation of men and women on

OKLAHOMA, crry, Okla., (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)-—The elaborate’ 
mans for the beautification of the 
grounds of Oklahoma’s State Capitol 
are taking form gradually. When 
these plans are fully completed, the 
State House will stand as the focus 
of a huge X“ which covers more 
than 100 acres of ground. 

The Capitol is @ five-story struc- 
ture of white ne, modeled on 
classic architectural lines and ex- 
tending in two major wings across a 
space of more-than 300 feet. It was 
built at an original cost of $3,000,000, 
and was first occupied in 1917. 

The last year has seen the paving 
of Lincoln Boulevard completed, a 
half-mile stretch ef double driveway 
leading from the nearest paved city 
street to the south or main entrance 
of the 92 The two drives form 
2 long t —fiverging as they 

pproaci the ng, and leaving 

— 2 the triangle for flower 

‘gardens, the largest of Which is to 

be a sunken garden 640 feet long by 

400 feet wide immediately in front 
of the building. 

Thus the Capitol which was built 
in a. cornfield, soon will be sur- 


rounded by trees and flowers. 2 may 


grading and excavating for the 


‘gunken garden. has e duianed. 
tens of thousands of cubic yards of 
earth being removed. Probably be- 


fore the planting of the sunken gar- 


den, though, the grounds immediately. 
around the building will be planted 
in evergreens and magnolia trees 
arranged to bring out the balustrad- 
ing of the building. . 

The plans for the sunken garden 
call for 27,000 plants. All win be 


low bedding plants with no trees to 
obstruct the view of the building. 


The planting plans aré drawn by 
H. Hutchinson, a graduate of Kew 
Gardens, London, and ‘the Konig- 
liche Botanische Garten, Berlin. His’ 
plan for the centerpieceof the sunken 
garden is a “living sundial,” a 
statue of an American Indian with a 
spear in his hand, the shadow of the 
spear. falling on numerals for ‘the 
hours planted in colored foliage 
plants on the earth at ns base of 
the statue.

plants for the immediate Capitol 
grounds and the sunken garden will 
cost 312,500.

N AN interest in clothes no fop-

“Sartor Resartus“ cannot be taken 
as typical; the more normal manner 
of approaching the arts of dress and 
personal adornmient generally is by 
a method partly historical and partry 
@sthetic, of which M. Octave Uzanne 
fis a celebrated exemplar. That 
method may result in work of real 

storical value, for if the clothes 

re not the man, they have always 

tended to be the expression of the 
man, and of the age in which he 
lives. 

Of the historical value of Mr. Her- 
bert Norris’s painstaking chronicle 
there can be no question, nor of the 
wsthetic value of much of his ma- 
terial. Where on the wsthetic side 
his book falls short is ix the way in 
which it is composed. Mr. Norris has 
written an encyclopedia rather than 
a book. This, however, is no adverse 
erticism. Encyclopedias are very 


e Useful things, and Mr. Norris’s pur- 
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pose is mainly utilitarian. He is 
specially interested in the stage, and 
holding that accuracy in the “dress- 
ing” of historical plays t, 
what he has aimed at making is a 
guide to producers of plays and films. 

This he has done in a manner 
which could hardly be bettered. He 
has brought together a great mass 
nf accurate information from the 
most reliable authorities, and illus- 
trated it with hundreds of careful 


All this, as has been said, is pri- 
marily addressed to theatrical pro- 
ducers, but it is also of great in- 
terest to anyone who cares for s0- 
cial or grtistic history. If Mr. Norris 
himself eschews the picturesque, 
his material is of the kind from 
which one can readily make mental 
pictures. To browse through his 
pages is to feel oneself at once-in 
closer contact with Celt and Saxon 
and Frank, Greek, Roman, and 
Byzantine; and that, surely, is the 
effect which it is the business of 
the historian to produce.

In the editor’s prefacc Mr. O’Brien 
explains the standards which guided 
him and his co-anthologist in their 
selection; and Mr. Cout nos gives his 
views on the modern. short story— 
what it is, and why. The short story, 
he says—in contrast to the novel, 
which deals with development—con- 
cerns itself with culmination, “with 
dramatic high-lights, concentric mo- 
ments.“ But the drama involved may 
have nothing to do with outward 
actions. The sense of action reats 
no longer in the external sphere, bu: 
in the subconsciousness.” And the 
interest * this “subconsciousness,” 
according to some modern writers. 
lies not in right or wrong, good or 
evil. The mechanisia and the 
psycho-analysts are the new realists, 
and these can’t see the soul for the 
mechanisms ang the worms.

ted to disgrace any land. I can imagine no 
greater contribution to the country and the 
world than for each man here to be ready to 
make his sacrifice so that peace may come and 
be maintained.“ 

The whole of human thought out of which 
springs war and its attendant evils is wretch- 
edly illogical and distorted. Consider some of 
its phases. In war a nation has its allies. Of 
these, nothing but good is said, written or pub- 


lished. Seven years ago there were to the 


American mind no such fine, manly, coura- 
geous, self-sacrificing, devoted, civilized men 
in the world as the English, French. Belgians, 
Italians, Japanese and a large number of other 
natfonalities united in the common task of sub- 
duing an enemy. And this admiration was in 
turn warmly expressed—if not at heart fully 
felt—for the Americans by their foreign asso- 
ciliates. They were allies in war; in no way 
should internecine antagonisms be permitted 
to weaken their common effort. 

But as soon as peace was declared, disaffec- 
tion and dissension crept in. The press of each 
country abandoned its international viewpoint 
for a narrow and selfish nationalism. British 
readers, were no longer told only the good about 
the French and Belgians—the tendency of the 
English journals was to the opposite extreme. 
In the United States, readers were told at length 
of the great profits won by their former allies 
in cessions of territory and in profitable “man- 
dates.“ As for the United States, her people 
came to be depicted in Europe as money-grab- 
bing, enriched by the war, and determined to 
dominate the world by the ‘power of the dollar. 

Perhaps the present moment is exceptional 
in its international acrimony. because of the 
persistence of unsolved problems Jeft by the 
war. But at all times, even in that golden era 
‘immediately, preceding the war, the tendency 
in much of the press has been to exaggerate the 
faults and minimize the virtues of foreign peo- 
ples. Americans abroad are no more indignant 
over the nature of the news from home pub- 
‘lished in London newspapers than are English- 
men in America for a like cause. The rule too 
often is to chronicle the abnormal happenings 
in every land, instead of trying to interpret 
what is best in each people to all others. 

The maintenance of peace would be materi- 
ally helped if the newspapers of every land 

rould ¢ er other nations as allics in peace 
and entitled to the same friendliness as allies 
in war. And the efforts to avert war would be 
enormously helped if people were willing to 
make sacrifices for peace at all commensurate 
With those they offer upon the altar of war. 

When a plan for the conservation of peace 
is Offered, it must be perfected to the utmost 

or it is rejected as visionary. Be it a 
League of Nations, a World Court, a Guaraniy 
of Security, a plan for conscription of wealth 
as well as man-power, a project for the out- 
* Jawry of war, it must be meticulously examined 


to see that it involves no sacrifice of national

the Syracuse (N. X.) Symphony Orchestra, is 


designated on the show bills for a similar eve- 
ning’s duty. 

Now anything like condescension should by 
no means be imputed to these men in accepting 
the guild’s invitations and. in. permitting their 
names to be associated with tasks of a minor 
order. They are famed, indeed, in both Europe

technique. and their knowledge of the standard 
repertory of overtures, symphonies and tone 
poems. But a conductor may be remarkably 
familiar with concert routine, and have a very 
narrow musical outlook. He may possess great 
enthusiasm for the past and the present, and at 


the same time vast contempt for the future of + 


art. He may understand the classics to the letter 
and may see profoundly into popular works of 


recent date, but may entertain no concern for 


compositions of experimental trend. 

Mr. Stokowski, therefore, may distinguish 
himself as an interpreter of Bach; Mr. Goossens, 
in turn, ‘may distinguish himself as an inter- 
preter of Beethoven; and Mr. .Shavitch, lastly, 


may distinguish himself as an interpreter of. 


Brahms. They may all three, moreover; distin- 
guish themselves as interpreters of Strauss and 
Debussy, and even of Ravel and Stravinsky. 
Which has to do with yesterday and today; not 
with tomorrow. Lending a hand at a guild con- 


cert proves their sympathy with progress. 


Such men do not raise the question whether 
musical progress is in every case improvement 


or not. They know that a classic is merely an 


experiment that succeeded. They know that to 
catch the true idea of a classic is to be 
progressive. Accordingly, to get more closely 
at the meaning of the old schools of music, they 
study in all sincerity the new.

Very different, in many ways, from the trip from 
Cicuta, the travel here was straight up and then straight 
down the mountains, or across flat mesa plains, hours in 
extent, on the tops of the mountains. The ascents (and 
the descents) were from one to three hours long, some- 
times through earth and sand, sometimes through marble 
cliffs or over paved highways slippery to the hoofs of the 
animals and at an angle which made them more pre- 
carious and tiring in descent than in ascent. But, as 
Silverio’s observations told me, they do not count them 
as “climbs” unless they are less thun 30 degrees from the 
vertical. Otherwise they are just “regular.” 

The people as a rule’were charming and ingenuous. 
In every Village there were direct; honest, vivid types, the 
carpenter in Mogotes, for instance, who represented the 
middle class and told me how they felt abont the for- 
eigners; and the old rancher in Piedecuesta, near Bucara- 
manga, who has 100,000 square leagues (a square league
